Mr. Cravens. Mr. Speaker, I hsve h&i nei- 
ther inclination cor' ambition during this 
session of Congress for participating in (ten- 
oral debate. On the contrary, I hare preferred 
to remain silent and to record my vote on the 
merits of each question «3 presented to the 
House for action. And to-day, if I could 
satisfy my mind that I had faithfully per- 
formed my duty to my constituents and to my 
country by remaining longer silent, I should 
most cheerfully do so. I feel, however, that 
something more is required at my hands, and 
I shall proceed to state briefly my views on 
some of the questions at issue before the coun- 
try. I am aware that whoever attempt* to 
warn the people of approaching danger, or 
epposes the wild and revolutionary .policy of 
these who are controlling the affairs of the 
nation at this time, subjects himself to the 
charge of disloyalty and treason. With that 
elars no distinction is recognized between 
fidelity to the Government and fidelity to the 
Administration. I acknowledge my obliga- 
tions to tho former, to the latter I do not; and 
charges coming from that quarter will not be 
likely to deter me from expressing my opin- 
ions freely upon questions of public policy. 

I acknowledge in the fullest sense ail the re- 
sponsibilities that belong to my position as a 
member of this body, and I sh&il observe the 
strict rules of decornm in what I have to say. 

On teking my scat herea 3 a member of this 
House, I took upon myself a solemn oath to 
support tho Constitution of the United States. 

I took that oath without any mental reserva- 
tion, and I shall to the best of my ability 
keep it sacred and inviolate. 

The Democratic party, of which I am an 
humble member, and whose principles I in- 
dorse, has raised ihe banner of the Constitu- 
tion nod the Union, and we are determined to 
against whoever may oppose, come 
♦ijg^oppofiiion from what quarter it may. 

nr, in this dark hour of tempest and storm 
r ihtre is no hope or safety for us as a nation 
but in siiictly adhering to the letter aud spirit 
of the Constitution. Depart from that bond 
•f union, cad ws may prepare to reap the 
consequences — anarchy first, and then despot- 
ism. It is no part of my purpose to inquire 
who is to blame for the inauguration of the 
bloody and desolating civil war in which the 
nation is now unhappily involved. We are 
called npon to deal with the facts as they ex- 
ist; to find the road that will lead us through 
our great troubles, and at the same time- save 
Vxe Union and preserve to u 3 the blessings of 
' oivil and religious liberty as we have hitherto 
I enjoyed them. Show me that path and I am 
ready to move at once upon it. When pas- 
sion. prejudice, aud fanaticism have run their 
wild course, and reason resumes her throue, 
then, and not until then, will we bi able to 
realize to their full extent the blunders that 
have been committed in this great struggle 
for national life. 

I am of the opinion that this cruel war 
would have been ended and the Union would 
have been restored if the abundant moans 
that hava been famished by a patriotic poople 
to the Government had been honestly and 
wisely applied, and if the Administration had 
rigidly adhered to the policy avowed in the 
beginning of the war. But the means fur- 
nished by the people have not been wisely or 
hose 8 tly used, and the Administration has en- 
tirely chan jcil the pelicy of the war. 

In the beginning of the war tho policy was 
to put down armed rebellion and restore the 
Union under the Constitution, leaving all the 
States in the full possession aud enjoy meut of 
all their constitutional rights. That this w.ts 
well understood to be the object of the war 
when it was commenced, there is, I presume, 
no one to questiou. 

If there should be, I will call the atteation 
of such to a few facts that have now gone into 
history, 8 cd that will be considered important 
by whoever may in after times desire to ex- 
amine the principles for which this great strug- 
gle was made ou our part. 

Mr. Lincoln in his inaugnral address, uu- 
[Dr all die to'.emmties of an oath and alter 
|eral States had passed ordinances of secat- 
siontacd had organized a government and 
had raVd a military force to defend it, said: 

I bare no virpoie, directly or indirectly, to inter- 
fere with the institution of slavery in States wh-re it 
exists. 1 believe 1 hate no lawful'risht to do so. I 
have no inclination tod.» so. That tho maintenance 
inviolate of the rghis of the States, aud especially the 
right of each Stato to order and control its owu do- 
mestic institution*, accoruing to its own judgment, 

• xcluam-ly, is tasc-ntiul to that balance of power on 
which the perfection and endurance of our political 
fabric depend. 

In order that other n .t'ons might fully un- 
derstand and comprehend the true nature of 
the ttrugglc in which wo were about to en- 
gage, and to secure the good opinion and sym- 
pathy ot all Europe, Mr. Lincoln, throagb his 
Secretary of State, caused to be sent instruc- 
tions to our foreign ministers, in which Che fol- 
lowing passages occur. # 

Under date of April 10 , 1861, Mr. Seward 
wrote to Mr. Adams, the Americas minister 
to England, r.r.d in hi* official instructions to 
him spoke us follows: 

You will imlnl.se in no expressions of harstin-ss or 
disri epecl, t rt Ten impatience, concerting ihettecedeh 
States, tli ir agents, or their people ; but you wiU, on 
th©CLntrar>. ». 1 1 the while remember that iho*o States 
are uuw, us they always horetoiore have boex.au I nol- 
witbetandiL# tln-ir temporary stdf delusion t norm ua;

On the 22 d day ot April, 1861, Mr. Seward, 
writing to Mr. Dayton, ocr minister at the 
Court of the Emperor Napoleon, and treat- 
ing of the subject of the proseat re'odliion, 
said: 

I need not further elaborate the proposition that the 
revolution is without a cause; i(hn not even a pre- 
text. liisju-t as clear « hat it is without au object. 
IMoral at d p ysical cau-es have detormiood iullexibly 
tho character f each one of tr.e trm>ri.<fl over which 
tho dispute- h ns uri»t n, and both parries aftor t he elec- 
tion h auu uiously ftffre d on all the Federal lawn re- 
quiieil fur treir organization. Toe to. rritori-a will 
reenuin in all raspecta tb* same whether the revolution 
*h» II encct-ed . r »huli fail. The condition of si ivory 
in i ho at-verul Sta.c-a will remain just theeamo wheth- 
it succeed • r rail. There ii not even a pretext for the

In tho one c.*-o tho 
sStatos w^ild he federally e nnected with vhe u *w 
confoderacy ; in t he other thov would, as now, lie 
luemhemof the United Mates; but ihti con-tit utiomi 
and laws, ctutviui, habits, aud insiiiutious ia oilier 
case will remain the samo.

Tbeeo ofBcUi decldra*ion 5 hnd the effect to 
quiei in Eume degree the public mind ut the 
North, aud prepare it foj tho contest. 

The period for. com promise that would hare 
avoided tbe war tied been {remitted to pws, 
by the Republican party then in power refus- 
ing to adopt the resolutions known as the 
Crittenden compromise. Mr Dms, then a 
Senator cf the United State?, aud now the 
President of the Southern Confederacy, said 
in his place in the Senate that these resolu- 
tion?, although they did not embrace all the 
South bud aright to demand, yet us a utetsure 
of adjustment would be accepted by that sec- 
tion. Mr Douglas in the Senate charged that 
if we failed to adopt measures of adjustment, 
by which alone war could be avoided, the 
sole responsibility ot the defeat of tho^e 
measures would rest with the Republican 
parfv, and he asserted most emphatically that 
the Democratic party in the House and in the 
Senate were ready aud willing to do their part 
in adjusting > hose questions ot national trouble 
which he plainly Saw must end in a rupture be- 
tween the North and the South without a set- 
tlement. The records of the Senate and 
the House w ill show that the Republican 
party reins- d their consent to those measures, 
and war vai the c< n.equence. War was fool- 
ishly and wickedly commenced by the rebels 
firing cn Fort Sumter, in Charleston harbor. 
The President called for seventy- five thousand 
men tod* fend he capital, and for other pur- 
poses. The loyal States furnished them 
promptly Con/ reps was convened in extra 
session in Jn^y, 1861 During that session, on 
the 20ib of July, the first great battle of the 
war was tooght at Ball Ruo, in Virginia, a 
short distance from this city. Our army was 
defeated; touted and domoraliz d it returned 
to Washington on the 21 ft, but little better 
than a m ob. To prepare *or the greit strug- 
_ lrch we wer? fairly rmb i-frei, and to 
unite the people, and* to leave nothing doubt- 
ful cr cot jectnral a? to the ohjec^s for which 
the war was to be prosecuted and whea it 
should cease, amidst the gloom of that *a l day 
on which the fragments of our nrmy wandered 
ebout the «*tn e’e of this c ; fy, Mr. Crittenden, 
a wi*e aud patriotic statesman, su^mitt d to 
the Hctue tlU 8 resolution, which w ta adopted 
with great unanimity by both branches of 
Congress;

that in thl» national amargancy OonkTaaa. banishin* 
all frcl In X of men paseion or resentment, will recol 
lect only it. duty to the whole country : that this war 
is not waxed on thetr fart ia any eplrit of oppr.-es 'on , 
or for any purpoea of conquest or snbjnxatlou er pnr- 
poeeof OTSrthrowln* or iuterfering with tks right* or 
estahlishcd institutions of those Htates, hot to defend 
and maintain the supremacy of the Oonstltntiea. and 
to preserre the Vutou, with all the digaity. equality, 
aud rights of the sereral States unimpaired . aud that 
at soon as these object, are accomplished tbs war oaght 
to ceaeo. 

This reaolutisn was adopted by a vote of 30 
to 5 in the Senate, and by 117 »o 2 in the House 
of Representative*. 

This action of Congress, without respect to 
party, had a happy effect iu nailing. the people. 
Nor was the President idle in his efforts to 
satisfy the public mind on the subject, for to 
the clergymen who importuned hiat to issue 
a proclamation of emancipation ta all the 
slaves, he replied that a proclamation of that 
kind would have about as much effoci as 
the Pope’s bull against the comet. Ho re- 
vokejJ tbe proclamMione of generals, and re- 
moved them from their respcclive commands, 
because they had attempted to liberate slave* 
in contravention of his avowed war policy. 

This fair understanding between the Ad- 
ministration and the people left no alternative 
tut to be for or against the Union, and to be for 
the Union u was essential to break the force 
oi armed rebellion. The appeal was mads to 
every friend of the old government by all the 
cherished memories of the piut and tho bright 
hopes of the future. All party distinction was 
to be ignored, and he was brauded as wanting 
in patriotism who wa 3 unwilling to lay aside 
Lia party prejudices and join in tho great 
cause of restoring the Union. No people ever 
loved their government as oars did and no 
people ever had the same can's to love a gov- 
ernment. It was therefore easy to units them 
in its defence. No sacrifice at that time was 
considered too great to be made for the causa 
of the Union. The father gave his first-born, 
and the widow heronly son. So sweeping in 
my district was the enthusiasm that one old 
max who had five sons gave them all and 
then went himself. The records of the War 
Office tell the sad fate of that family. A 
poor widow of my town gave two boys, her 
ouly children; both fell for the cause of the 
Union aod the Constitution. These instances 
are common, aud are only named because 
they illustrate the patriotism and devotion of 
the whole people. 

Under this policy the Administration asked 
Congress for an appropriation of $400,000,000, 
and to authorize the raising of four hundred 
thousand men. Such was the confidence re- 
posed in the fidelity of the Administration at 
that time that tho people’s representatives 
with unanimity appropruted $500,000,000 and 
authorized tbe raising of 500,000 men, exceed- 
ing by 100,000 in each case tUe request of the 
Administration. It was then no trouble to 
raise men without bounty by volunteering. 
General McClellan was called from a suicess- 
iul campaign in Western Virginia to the com- 
mand of the whole army. He soon brought 
order out of confusion, aud organized the finest 
airny in the world. He submitted his pian 3 
of military campaign to the President, and 
they were considered wise and conservative. 
He commenced to operate on those plans, and 
everywhere the Union cause was triumphant. 
The people re jpiced in the bright prospect of a 
speedy peace under a restored Union. The 
cause of tbe rebellion seemed to be hopeless. 
There wss manifest d vision in tbeireounseD. 
Davis w as ocenly denounced throughout the 
Southern Confederacy, aud the deep-toned 
mutterings of an outraged poople manifested 
all the outward sigDB of a counter revolution 
against the rebel leaders. There was a wail 
that came up from the camp of the 
insurgent soldiery that stamped the rebel 
banner with all tbe signs of complete fail- 
ure. All that seemed to be wauung on oar 
(art was to break the military force of the 
rebellion and lift its pressure from the people, 
to throw the protecting arms of the Gove ro- 
ment around the Union men wherever they 
could bo found, no matter bow small their 
Dumber, and place in tbeirhacds the evidence 
to show to their friends who had teen deluded 
that tbe Government was not aiming to make 
war on any right secured to them by the Con- 
stitution, and at the same time show to them 
that there was force enough in the Union to 
save tbe rational life, and maguanimity to 
defend the rouatitutiooal lights of each sec- 
tion. If this had been our policy, and it had 
been adhered to, I have not the least doubt iu 
my mind but that to-day the Union would 
have been restored. No one questions the 
fact that in the beginning of the war there 
was a large Union sentiment in all the seceded 
States. Mr. Lincoln, in his first message to 
the Thirty- Seventh Congress, said: 

It may well be qncKtioned whether there ie to-day a 
majority if the legally Qualified voters of any State, 
except ret hap» South Curulin-’., in iuvor of diaUAinu. 

1 hero is lunch : t-acon to brliore ihat ih • Union men 
aro the ntajority in many if not iu ®vury ono of tho so- 
ceded Staten, 

I firmly believe that the President did not 
overestimate the Union sentiment at that time 
It it is less to-day, there is a cause for it; and 
I will endeavor to show that cause betore I 
close my remarks. It is a well-kuotvn .fact 
that many of the ablest statesmen of the South 
were opposed to leaving the Union, and de- 
ferred it until the last moAent and until they 
were completely overwhelmed by the tide. 
AmoDg tho number I will call jour auention 
to the epeoch* of one that I have held in the 
highest admiration. 1 have rend the speech 
of Mr. Stephen?, of Georgia, made in rrply to 
Mr. Toombs, of that Sta'e, with the most pro- 
found interest. His vindication of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, and hi 3 exposi- 
tion cf the folly and crime of#ttemJ>rTog to 
leave tbe Union, have not been equalled by 
any statesman North or South, and wi’l adorn 
the brightest and best page in his lustory. I 
would commend the whole speech to every 
American. I can only give a very short ex- 
tract od this occasion. Mr. A. H. Stephens, 
of Georgia, tbe vice President the Can- 
ted* rate States, iu a BDeecn delivered before 
the Legislature ot Georgia on the 14th day of 
November, I860, after the election of Mr. Lin- 
coln, us* cl tbe folio wing: language:

If all our hoped are 
to be tdaKted, if thuliepubli- i-t to go down, let ur be 
ti.und t<» the laid nionn-iu standing < n tho deck, with 
the < onatiiutiou ol tbe Unit- tl 8 ate* waving over our 
ht'-dn. Let the fannti's of tho North br**ak tue (don- 
eruption if such is their fed purpose. Lot the respon- 
sibility be upon hem 1 -hall speak pr^e-ntly more 
of their acts, but >et not Ihr couth. K-i ue not bo the 
once to commit the aggretteion. Wo went into the 
eUctioi' with tlii* people. The result was different 
from what wh winked ; but the election has been con- 
stitutionally held. Wero we to make a poiui of re- 
nletanci to the Government and go out of t It*? Uniou 
ot. that account, the record would be made up hereaf- 
ter egaius'. ue. 

Can bdj one doubt that it our pslic/ had 
bren wise and conciliatory all that conservi- 
tive class of men at the South of which Mr. 
Slepbeos was tho representative would have 
sought tbe first occasion to return to the 
Union? Ido tot doubt it fjr one moment. 
But, tir, fanath-ism has ru'ed, and we must 
drink the bitter cup. By changing our policy 
we have united the South and divided the 
North. You had a splendid aroiy in the field, 
and the people w<re fully committed to tho 
war. Immense ea rifices of blood and treas- 
ure bed already been made The leaders of 
the Republican party (a name synonymous 
wi'.h abolition) demanded a change ia ttio 
entire policy ol the war, and I believe they 
demanded the change because they believed 
tbe.t the rebellion would be put dawn, and 
the Union would be restored, before their 
lonfe-cher: 6 htd political project of abolishing 
slavny could bo accomplished. Having de- 
tt mined to force the change they no longer 
sought to ignore parry, but everywhere nro- 
stribfd men for opinion’s sake. Tbe offices 
OI the Government, bub civil and military, 
were filled from the ranks of their ov.-n most 
extreme pariisans, and that without regard to 
merit or qualification 

Eut, sir, with this bright prospect before 
ue, with a splendid army, such as no nation 
conld ever boest before, wi'h a united people 
a (1 over fl . wing treasury, with a divided und 
discouraged enemy, you foreed the chauge in 
the. toliiy of the war to suit your own pecu- 
liar views, and to accomplish political ends. 
McClellan whs too onesrvative to suit you, 
at d he was becoming too popular with the 
army and the people. Y'ou demanded his re- 
moval, ihe Preei ieut refused to remove him. 
Yen ibreatmed >be President, and demanded 
a divis on of ihe army, and the Army of tbe 
Po'omnc was divided into three or four sepa- 
rate commands. The defeat and disaster at 
tending er.ch command will forever attest the 
folly st d wickedute* of that division, made to 
tubtetve political purposes. 

I believe that our failure *to obtain import- 
ant militsty success through the instrumental- 
ity of the Btmy of the Potomac is not attrib- 
utable to any want of courage or prowess in 
that army, tut that failure iu every iastance 
s traceable to unwatranted interference by 
those radical politicians who have not dared 
to tifk their urn lives in the field, and who 
I ave rot been cont-nt to let the mov. meu's 
ot tbe ann> be controlled by those whose 
wiiii: n, educo'iou, and profession entile 
t em dote t- determine wist-ly itsaction. Ths 
army ha? l ad a i old, brave, and desperately 
o tt r niint-d foe to coutenu with, led by able 
c rnn anders It bas fcquired the highsBt 
ikiil end ability in its commanders, with the 
mo*' pofient toduranc*, complete dD ipline. 
aud ureiud courage on our Dert to m-et the 
adversary. And no me-e political juggler haa 



any more right to Interfere with the move- 
ments of the army than the army haa to in- 
terfere with the legislation of the oonnlry. 

I desire now to turn my attention to the ac- 
tion of Congress during this momentous strug- 
gle. And before I proceed to speak of any 
specific measure I will state what I believe 
the action of the majority in this body will 
prove, and that is that tbe Republican party is 
in all essentials an abolition party; that if 
there ever was any differenoe there is none 
now; that you have foroed a change in the 
policy of the war, »ot from any military ne- 
cessity but to enable you to accomplish your 
purpose in liberating the slaves aud elevating 
the negro to political and social equality with 
the white man; that you do not intend to re- 
store the Union under the Constitution, but 
that you are determined to violate that sacred 
instiument whenever and wherever it com ic 
in ccrfiict with your political dogmas; that 
you will continue to adopt one measure after 
snother, under the plea that it is for the salva- 
tion of the Union, until you will have divided 
the people, robbed them of their natural and 
constitutional rights, and finally, losing all 
tope of saving the Union, you will have es- 
tablished a centralized despotism. You an 
now following to the letter tho predictions 
made by the immortal Webster. Np photo- 
graph nas ever more life like than that given 
by the great statesman, who warned the peo- 
ple of ine danger to bo apprehended by four 
elevation to power. He said: 

If the iDfqrnxl fauatirs and abolitioatata .r.r get 
the power in their hands they will override the Con- 
stitution, eet the Supreme Court at defiance, change 
aud make lews to suit themselves, lay violent lian-da 
ou thoee who differ with them in their opinions or 
dare to question their iiifa!lildll<r. sud flualir bank- 
rupt the country ant) deluge li with blood 

If the description given by Mr. Webster is 
not complete, allow mo to gies you another 
from the master hand of Kentucky’s gifted 
son; one whose loyalty was never called in 
queetion. Mr. Clay said of them as a class: 
With them the rights of property are nothing: tho 
deficiency of tbe powtr* of the General Government is 
nothing : the acknowledged and incontestable powers 
of the Htates are nothing, the dissolution of the Union 
and the oveithrow of a Government in which are 
eourentraled the hopes ot the civilised world are 
netting. A slugle idee hat token pouession of their 
minde, and onward they pttrvue it, overlooking al! 
terriers, recklets and regardless of ait consvqueuces. 

I ark who in the midst of this great strag- 
gle ftr the naiionsl life, with a mind to com- 
prehend the magnitude of the iisues before us, 
does not tremble for the fate of this nation? 
Is not the question of civil liberty involved? 
Is not the great problem of man's capacity for 
se'.’-goveri.mei t tutio proc »* of solution to be 
worked out ia blood? Is r.ot ths question of 
free and indepecdtnt government on trial, 
and will it not require tbebest and most united 
effoifs of all tho people to save th? ship of 
Stale? Cap the party that can carry an elec- 
tion UKcefofully put down thi3 rebellion? 
Can you who are in power afford to ignore 
one million and a half of Democrats in this 
great contest T If you cannot afford to loss 
i heir support why do you labor so hard to 
prove that ail who do not subscribe to tbe in- 
fa'Iihility of this Administration are disloyal 
and traitors? Why do you indulge in low 
ahufive phrates against them in donate? Why 
do you constantly keep before Congress side 
i? 8 ue 8 which have nothing to do with putting 
down tbe rebellion? Do you desire to save 
tbe Uniou of our fathers or do you desire a 
Union formed to suit your higher law doc- 
trines; one that is not held together by in- 
terest and the strong cords of fraternal love 
and affection, bat one that is held together 
by bayonets? 

The gentleman from Pennsylvania [Mr. Sco- 
field] talks about a homogeneity of ideas which 
is to be produced by his force policy in abolish- 
ing slavery. Why, sir, yon might as well talk 
about forcing pi! men to" look al ke astotaik 
(.boot forcing all men to think alike. God has 
not designed that ail men should think or look 
alike; and having organized men's minds so 
that they will feel and think differently, in 
order that they may live peaceably in society 
they mustcompromise and concede something 
to each o'het’s views. Governments are 
founded on much the same principles, and our 
Government is one. peculiarly of compromise; 
and wiibout that principle it could never 
have bee n formed. 

But if you really desire cha restoration of 
the Union, wfcy do you beep constantly be- 
fore Congress and -the country the negro? 
You stem to have gi 7 ca iar more importance 
to Ihe interest of the African race than you 
have to the intorest of the white race. Mr. 
Olay says that one idea has seized your minds, 
and onward yon pursue it, reckless and re- 
gardless of all consequences. Is cot this true? 
Whin did you shed the tear of sympathy 
over the afflictions of the sick or wouadtd 
soldier in camp or hospital, or over the dis- 
tressed widow aud orphan at home, made so 
by the war? If you are uuahletoanawej me 
these questions, answer me auotbor. When, 
since you have been in power, have yon failed 
;o have before C rngress some subject relating 
to the negro? Look at the list of measures 
that you have passed on that interesting sub- 
ject— a list disgraceful to you and ruinous to 
the couutry. You commenced the agitation 
by abolishing slavery in tbe District of Co- 
lumbia, at u cost of millions of dulltrs. 
Then came the repeal of the l-.w 
against the transportation of the mails 
by Dfgroes. We all witnessed the 
g eat ngony and distension in the Semite of 
the United States over tho ejection from the 
street cars O' this city by the conductor of ona 
Mejor Charles Augusta, an impudent negro, 
who, because he bad shoulder straps on, fait 
licet sed to thrust himself ou the ctr sea's by 
the side of white ladies. Look at the dijcns- 
eion on this subject, and you will find that a 
distinguished Senator [Mr Grime?] declared 
that it W"S a greater disgrace for this negro to 
be | ut out of the ears than it would have been 
1 1 1 ave done the same by the Sscator from In- 
diana [Mr. Hendriaks] 

At d. again, the question o! the orgretiz ttion 
of 'he new Territory of Montana is betore the 
Senate. That august body debates and finally 
adopts an ameuutueiii titu b>,i providing 
that negroes may vote. The amend meet was 
sdt p'td cn a call ot the yeas and nay*, 20 for 
and 17 against it. The vote iu tho House on 
its return from the Senate, bn the question ot 
laying the bill on the table, was a tlo vote, 
at d tbe Speaker gave tbe casting rote against 
laying on the table. But to my list once 
more. ^ 

The amendment of tbe articles of war, no as 
'o make it a high offence for au ofiiser of tho 
Army to return a runaway sUro to his 
owner; 

The lefusal to make it an offence of like 
character for au officer to catiet away a 
stave; 

The pnsrage of a !jw recognizing as our 
equals ti e negro Govern tftent:- ot Liberia and 
Hay:; 

The pttiage of a confiscation bill aimed at 
slavery ; 

Tbe set authoiizirg tbe President to call 
negroesinto the military service of the United 
Stnres; 

Tbe edmis-iop of the new State of Wes*. 
Virginia, in violation of the Constitution ot 
tbe United States, provided sho would pool tab 
slavny; 

Prohibiting tlaveiy in all the icrrit tries of 
the United Stares. 

Add to theeo measures — 

The six hut dred free negroes sent to tho 
island t.f Avaclv , and finally returned after a 
pleasant excursion at sea at itie pubic expense; 

The bill to rstsblish a Freidutens Bireiu, 
at an immense enst to the Government; 

The bill to re otati ucUeb 1 States, in which 
the negr is to be forever free; 

The bill providing temporary tir itorial 
governments for seceded States, in which the 
lands ere to be leased to negroes und-r over- 
seers, and schools ate to be established tor the 
negroes; 

The proposition to ame*>d the Constitution 
of tbe United States, abolishing slavery iu all 
the States where it now exists by law, and 
forever forbidding it; 

Tbe variens propositions to increase the pay 
of the negro soldier, with your manifest in- 
difference about the increase of thep iy of the 
white soldier; 

The eutogium of the gentleman from Penn- 
sylvania [Mr Kelley] on tbo life auddeeth of 
Feme negro friend of his; 

And fiDaiiy, and to cap the climax of negro- 
Um, we have the President's smnesty procla- 
mation, reconstructing rebel States and fix- 
ing the qualifications of vo'ere, who are, be- 
tore being entitled to vote, required t;i take an 
oath to itipport all the proclamation* that 'Tie 
— the President — has issued or that he may 
hereafter issue on the negro questiou. 

Sir, can any man of sound mind took over 
this liBt of measures, which is by no means 
full, and then read the imtntn=o volumes of 
spetches made in behalf of the negro, and 
cot be impressed with the idea that yon are 
more concerned about the abolition of slavery 
than you are about the restoration of the 
Union, or the liberties of the white rase o a 
this continent? Indeed, am I not warranted 
in saying that you would Dot accept the Uuion 
of cur fathers to-day if it was tendered to you 
by the rebels laving down their arms and 
asking to return ? Look at the dcclaratioos 
of some of your ablest ieador 3 . Many quota- 
tior s might be made from others on that side 
ol the C* a\c:>t*r; but will take, as a sample, 
what T ’duh . -ntimeat of a large ma- 

jority of joursli! of the House. Mr.Steveus, 
of Penns., Ivsnia, in ditcu:siug the question 
of 'be admi* ion of West Virginia into the 
Union — BDd he has reiterated the same stnti- 
mint at this session — said: 

I will not stultify mysrlf bt'suppovtn^ that wah-vp 
spy wimaitt in (Iip Conatitntion for thu pr.NCf®Hn#r 
Th ’* <rt fc < f re*toring the Un on tt3 it vra* and nndr>r 
the U. netitiuion ft» it is, is ono - f the abmrditios 
which 1 hare beard retraced ut»t?l I h*ve become 
Rick of it. 't herp ®re many things which hucIi 

anevtnt imp saiMe. Thi* Union never thall, ici(h my 
r<m*cnt, be restored under the Constitution as it t*. 

Hear what my colleague from the bi^rnt 
distiictof Indiana [Mr Julian] has said. On 
the 14th cf January, 1862, in a speech on this 
floor, he is reported to have need tho folio whig 
language: 



Caxet ir. ay aria* in which jvatriotUra ita-» f may de- 
mand that ire trample on the ino«t vital prnctp ei of 
the Conatitation : and this h«s b«**u done already bj 
the present Administration oader tne exigence* oi 
the war. 

And again, during thi* session, he made a 
speech in which he said: 

Now ia the lima to befin thi* work : we mne*. not 
only «at «»*!avery root and branah, bnt w# rtmsi nee 
to it then theeo Uomi*i ref tout *h+!l bo *44*4 Mod over tcM 
tmett Jtrrme, und filled by free mon. 

And he farther add < on the flame occasion: 

Ehenld both C*nqr«M and th* eoarta stand in the 
wav ef the nation a life, th*a the red lightning of 
tha p*op!a'» wraih meat consume the noranat who 
refuse* te execafe the popular will. * • * • Not 
eveu Ihe Ccoatitatioa ra a^t l e allowed to hold h*«k 
the uplifted arm of the government. 

These sentiments are expressed by bald and 
?blemen; but they are no longer entitled to 
ke called pioneers. They may have been eo 
in day* that bare passed, but the majority 
of those with whom they train are up with 
them now, and many of them a bow-shot 
ahead. 

It is usfien to quote any farther, for th ?30 
eentimeB‘3 and expressions abound,- and are 
to be found on almost every page of your 
Congressional Debates for the past three years. 

Now, sir, what I desire to know is this: ifa 
man in the South is a rebel because he sets 
the Constitution at defiance and refuses to lire 
under it, er.d will’not consent that the Union 
"ball be restored under the Constitution as it 
is, what then i* a man in the North who 
swears to support the Constitution, and then 
declares that the Union shall never be restored 
under it if he has the power to prevent it? I 
can find you plenty of Eueh ca?ee on this floor. 
If one mnn can say that he will not.consBnt 
that tho Union shall be restored under the 
Constitution for one reason, why cannot an- 
other man say the same tning for another and 
difft rent reason? li the one is a patriot and 
the other a traitor, what saves the one and 
damns the other? Is it the saving grace of 
negro equality? 

Sir, I am sick aud tired of this constant 
agitation of the negro subject. Ths agitation 
of that question is the Pandora’s box from 
which hsu come evil, and only evil. I hare 
no hostility to the poor down-trodden African, 
and if slavery is dead or dying I shall not be 
a pail-ber.rer or mourner ac the grave. Bat I 
have yet lo learn ihat by ail your speeches or 
votes on the subject you have conferred upon 
tbe negro one single, solirary, substantial ai- 
vuntage or oeneiit. You have teken them 
frem happy homes and sent them wandering 
vagabonds and outcasts to die of starvation, 
or be huddled like sheep in contraband camps, 
there to bo fed at the public expense, from the 
rwrat sed toil of wh'te people. Yon have 
determined that the Union shall no: be re- 
rtcred tjntil siaTeiy is abolished, and yet you 
have nt ver been able to tel! what yon are go- 
ing to do with tbo four million blacks when 
yon have liberated them. You will not send 
them out of the country. Your experiment 
v?ilh tbe six hundred that I have referred to 
settles that question. 

I am aware that some of you do entertain 
ike idea that you will ultimately exterminate 
the fighting men of tbe South, or expatriate 
them, confiscate their homes, and send their 
families wandering through the country, after 
which you hope that a new population will 
take the place of the present owners and oc- 
cupants o: the soil, and then you expect to see 
the negro popiriatioa flouri.tn iu ail tbocnj ? 7 - 
ment of social and political equality. Sir, 
this idea is as visionary and as baseless as tbe 
fabric of a dream. Why, sir, you do not know 
the people of the South. If yon htvi the pow- 
er to overrun the entire South with your ar- 
my, and exterminate every soldier under arms 
to-day iu the South, and if you could confis- 
cate their lands and give them to the negroes 
and to Yankee adventurers, do yon suppose 
that yen couid possess them in peace? Net a 
bit of it. At every returning ebb and flow of 
manhood, as the generations grow up, they 
would fight yon, and they would fight you 
for a thousand years. You may sa well dis- 
miss that idea at once. Tnen ' what else 
can you do? Your scheme to colonize 
them on the Rio Grande will not work 
They would at once become tho prey of 
the avarice and cupidi'y of the white 
shark, who will bang about them ar offict- 
tetkerB or missionary agents. Toe pe >- 
pie of tho North will not receive tiaem with 
tbe view to making them their equals, politi- 
cally or socially, although the doctrine o' mis- 
cegenation ia beginning to be popular with 
the abolitionists. Then what next? Mr. 
Lincoln e«js, after much fighting and much 
loss on both tides, and no gain on either, you 

h..ve the same question before you yet to set- 
tn . 1 may not have given his words, but his 

ideas atfd tobstance I have. Suppose you suc- 
ettd in' forcing the S'ates to iiberala their 
li ves, end you permit them to rem-tiu on the 
Foil where Utej have, beoo bora and raised, 
will not tbe boasted freedom you give tho 
eLfratcbised slave alter all he merely nominai? 
\\ ill he not be found in a short time a vasial, 
a serf, cr a peon? To my rated it is clear 
that he will. There is.no philanthropy in 
your visionary and wicked policy, and tho 
sooner the peep’e see it the better. 

Sir, I desire to see this Union restored, and 
I desire to sec it restored ou such princ pics as 
tbe South will feel satisfied with, if such a 
thing is possible, i wautno thorns left in the 
side of tre body politic, but that, we may live 
together as kindred and countrymen should 
live. I am a plain man, aud I represent a 
plain, bonest, and patriotic people — a people 
whose interest ia in the Union, aod not ont of 
it We have been fai thful to o' serve all our 
constitution ,vl obligations to each aud every 
section of the Union. My people are maitily 
aetituliura), living in the great West, ou the 
Ohio river. They are compelled to -h ive the 
markets of the South for their surnlu9 pro- 
dute, and for transportation we are bound to 
have the free navigation of the Ohio and the 
Mississippi rivers. The free navigation of 
three waters ia as essential to our materia! 
prosperity us the rain that tails on onr fertile 
lands is to the growth of vegetation. And 
come wba? may, wc never will give up that 
boon of God to any power on earth while we 
can float oraintt, blood, or muscle on the bosom 
ot thtse great natural thoroughfares. 

I have stood by this Administration in all 
the measures that I have believed would aid 
in tettoiing tbe Union. I have voted to r -M39 
men tud mosey tor tho war. 1 have voted to 
lay tbe burdens of taxation on the people, and 
my constituents h;;ve borne all this uhejm- 
plainirgiy. We have- bad no ether object iu 
vi«-v» ii an that the South should be coaips’led 
to respect tbe law and the constitution. I feel 
that I have a right to complain when you do 
not liv« up to the law an i the constitution 
yourselves. Sir, who is at fan It that we h»v. 
Dot pul down the armed rebellion and restored 
the Union ? Tnat now becomes an important 
question. The fault does not lay with the 
people, for there rrver waa a people on earth 
who have supported an admintst atioa more 
fiaitb'ully than have the peoole of the loyal 
S ates The fan 1 * is not with the army, 
‘or I maintain that it has accomplished 
ail that it could uncer ths ci cumstanc-s. 
It it not the fault c>f the Democratic 
party that you he ve not .succeeded, for 
I put it to you ss gentlemen ami as men of 
honor to sav w betber or not the Democratic 
party has failed to respond to e.oy call undo 
ou tot ro for men or money. Why, sir, in ray 
o« n Elate, where ail have done well, tbe dis- 
trict the mon tardy iu responding 'o th? calls 
lor men is ihedistrict tho mo3Tabo!iinniz?i — 
the me represented here by Mr. Julian, if. is 
tot because you have not had abundant means 
under your control. 

Let us look for one moment at what you 
Pave bad of men end money.

0 ti e notion of radicals who may prefer the 
ict-tdvcrion of miscegenation. 

The President sow controls au army tnjre 
powerlul than the world ever etw. He cis- 
pt-rses a patronage more universtl than ever 
corrupt' d any people. Tbe enormous sums 
of money ke controls are coanted by the thou 
.and* of millions, and to make his power ab- 
so'uto a system of national backs is establish- 
ed, ctntriug in tbe bands of his appointees 
H e custody of millions that are to os used to 
control the trade, the commerce, and the bu- 
stress cf ttecouutry.

““Otee party, who loves his own race better 
than tbe inferior African, who cherishes lib- 
trty regulated by law, and who, when he has 
taken the oath to support tho Constitution of 
the United States, will not repudiate it with 
mockery and jest whenever his partisan 
achunes require it. 

There must, in my candid judgment, be a 
change, or ruin and disaster will as certainly 
overwhelm ns as that darkness follows the 
light when the sun has disappeared at night. 
I speak not as a partisan. I havo no feeling 
except ta save my country. I can safely ap- 
peal to my whole course on this floor and at 
heme before my constituents in confirmation 
of that fact. Bnt my confidence in the sa! ra- 
ti -'n of this country by the party bow in pow- 
er is ail gone. Whatever of hope I hare left 
lies in a free ballot-box and an intelligent 
and virtuous people.

The long roll is about to sound 
ta campon the Rapid Ann, if it has not this 
day rounded, which will call the three hun- 
dred thousand warriors that are now waiting 
on their at ms lo the work of death. May God 
direct Tiie issue for the good of humanity, and 
tav« the c cuntry.

Wasisikotow, May 13. 

The Herald’s special says the boat which 
left Belle Plain at 10 o’clock this morning is 
just in. Passengers bring intelligence of' the 
result of yesterday’s battle. It lasted all day, 
BDd Lee was finally driven out of his intreuch- 
menta to Po river, a eistanoe of ferar miles. 

During last night the greater portion of his 
army crossed that stream. Tho glorious vic- 
tory of this morning ia thus rendered decisive 
and brilliant by this result. At eveniqg ad- 
ditional advices from Gen. Sheridan shows 
that he has met with great success. Both the 
Fredericksburg and Richmond and Virginia 
Central Railroads have been destroy oa or 
mile*. 

- Sigel’s cavalry is moving down the Vir- 
ginia Valley, and have tapped the Virginia 
Central railroad near Charlottesville. 

The Secretary of War in his despatch yes- 
terday stated that the Government is sparing 
no pains to support Grant. Tbe energy dij- 
plajed to this end is truly commendable. 

Since the battles of tho Wilderness, and 
more particularly since the army has been en- 
gaged in the vicinity of Spottsylvania, rein- 
forcements have been rapidly sent forward. 
Twelve thousand men left this city ou Thurs- 
day, and it is staled that Suel reinforced tha 
Array of the Potomac with 15 000. 

T here is every probability that the losses of 
the array in the late bat tbs have been greatly 
f xaggeratid. Tbe reinforcement of 25 000 or 
me re men referred to above very nearly makes 
up the losses. The army is said to bs quite as 
sirong in morale numerically as il was when 
it set ont upon this campaign. 

Nstv York, May 14.

New York, May 14. 

The Times’s correspondent at Bermuda 
nurdred, under date of May 10. says that, in 
the ccur 3 e of the morning, Gen. Butler re- 
ceived a flag ot truce frem the enemy, signed 
by General Buebrod Johnson, containing 
three propositions — the first asking permis- 
sion to come within our lme 3 to remove their 
wounded and bury their dead; second, asking 
an exitarge ot their wounded; third, asking 
u general exchange of prisoners on both sides. 

To tbe first, GeD. Butier replied that the 
work tt uc ulicAuy uoue: to tho second, au- 
noutced biruself perfectly w iliing to aijent; 
end to the third, he replied that no exchange 
of Lcaitfcy and well prisoners coaid be 
effected nntil the Confederate authorities ac- 
knowledged colored soldiers prisoners of war. 

Tbe enemy made no demonstrations except 
tofeel onr pit k mb with their cava ty. Toward 
evening tin-ir was a brief engagement be- 
tween our pnnto, its on tbe Appometox, with 
that fortification near Petersburg, u shot from 
which blew her up. Gen. Graham arrived oa 
the ste. mer B tw.t r, Shells were torowa 
into tbo tort with great precision, aud th j op- 
posing fire was feeble. 

Nsw York, May 14. 

Tbo World’s special, dated in the li;H, 
13tb, 8 A. M., gives further details of Thurs- 
day ’e great battle.

The 5*h corps, under Warren, charged re- 
peat! oly against the enemy’s works, but wero 
unable to take them, era enfilading fire sweep- 
ing some porriotis of tbe field. Our troops 
yaiDf d and held three lines of nflr-pits in ad- 
dition to that captured on tbe left. 

The World’s Washington special of tbe 13 h 
says: Neat dark, our centre for the first ti ns 
occupied Spottsylvania village. This morn 
our pickets eent word that. Lae had fari-tn back 
on the roads running straight to tho Po river 
aud Penny’s tavern. At 7 o'clock this morn- 
ing Warren came in puroui', just in time to 
Cf ptnre one ot Lee’s pontoon trains.

— W e clip the following from 
the Memphis Bulletin of the 10th inst. : 

A gunboat arrived here last evening from 
below, and accounts heard by those about her 
show that the difficulties of Banks’s position 
were developing themselves to an uofortnnate 
degree. It was currently stated that the reb- 
els bad constructed at least three batteries ou 
Red River, between Alexandria r.ad the 
month, where that stream enters the Missis- 
sippi. The Eastport, it is also stated, had her 
gnus removed, and it being found impossible 
to get her off, being aground, eh9 was blown 
np with gunpowder, to prevent her falling in- 
to rebel l ands. This is a serious loss, for the 
Eastport was accounted the very best iron- 
clad in the service. 

The Fomo authority states that the batteries 
will seriously interfere with, if not altogether 
pi event, the remainder of the gunboats from 
passing down stream. Two of them, tha 
Covington and the Signal, are reported to have 
fallen into the enemy’s hands. There is no 
donbt about the loss of the Eos’porc. 

We learn the followisg particulars from 
Lieut. Co). Browne, of the 7th Indiana cav- 
alry, who arrived in the city last night at a 
late hour, from the expedition which left this 
city on the. 30' h day* of April, under com- 
mand cf General Stnrgess, in search ot For- 
rest acd his command. Ths force sent 
out reached Bolivar, Miss , ou ths Thursday 
following their departure from this city. It 
consisted of the 16th Wisconsin, and ths 2d 
New Jersey; ths latter regiment was under 
command of Colonel Kargi. Forreu’s pickets 
were driven in by our forces on this aids of 
Bolivar, acd a sharp straggle was brought oa. 
Onr forces drove the rebels through the town 
of Bolivar, continuing the flight, which re- 
sulted in three killed and twelve wounded on 
onr side. The rebel force was commanded 
by Forrest in person. We buried a large 
number of their dtad. Gen. Forrest’s Adj u- 
tant General waa shot in the arm and wound- 
ed severely before reaching the town of Bol- 
ivttr. Forrest's forces scattered in different 
directions, some of them taking the Pocahon- 
tas road, and others crossing the Hatchio riv- 
er, enreirg the bridges after them. Forre 3 t 
trad his entire command have loft Tennessee, 
and are cow concentrating at TuDelo, MisaLs- 
tippi.

Thh War News. — Lee sullenly falls back 
Upon the fortifications of his capital, availing 
himself of every natural and engineering ob- 
stacle to impede the advance of Gen. Grant. 
From the Rapid Ann to the Chickahomiay, 
the banks of every stream have been rendered 
So many successive lines of defence, behind 
which the rebels can recover their breath and 
resist the progress of the Union army. These 
are all to be overcome, and it must be Grant’s 
intention to attack Lee wherever he is 
found, and compel him to continue his re- 
treat or crush his army before he reaches 
Richmond. It does not seem to be any part 
Of Grant’s policy merely to drive Lee with- 
out gaining some great advantage, which will 
involve the capture of the rebel army. Thus 
far we have held possession of every battle- 
ground, and that is an evidence of ma- 
tirial advantage of the utmost import- 
ance. The desperation of the rebel leaders 
will impel them to sacrifice their last man 
before they submit; but Grant evinces a stub- 
born determination to reach Richmond, and 
all the efforts of Lee to defend the approaches 
have thus far been unsuccessful. Grant has 
reached about one-half the distance from the 
Rapid Ann to the rebel capital, and be has 
certainly won advantages, while Lee bar lost 
them. The rebels have fallen back from the 
Rapid Ann to Spottsylvania, and from the 
latter position they have been compelled to 
retire still further, whether toward their capi- 
tal, or in the direction of Lynchburg and 
their new base of supplies, we do not exactly 
know, but every movement is significant of 
success to Grant and of failure to Lee. The 
courage of desperation and the high resolves 
of patriotism are opposed in terrible conflict; 
it is Greek meeting Greek; there are two vet- 
eran armies engaged, and they have closed in 
a mortal struggle, the result of which must be 
the complete success of the Union cause or a 
temporary advantage to the rebels. Events 
press so closely upon the heels of events, that, 
even as we write, the whole scene may be 
changed, and we can therefore speak but in 
general terms. Of one thing, however, we 
may feel confident; the rebels have already 
put forth their full strength, while we have the 
facilities for a concentration of corps hitherto 
unemployed, and our men will have their high 
resolve stimulated by the certainty of receiv- 
ing reinforcements as fast as they can bs seat 
to the front. Every battle for the last ten or 
twelve days has weakened Lee where he has 
no power to recuperate, while Grant has had 
steady accessions to his force during the whole 
time, and, no matter how many of his men 
may have been placed hors du combat, it is 
certain that he commences this third week of 
battle with as many men as he had on Thurs- 
day, the 5th inst., when he first encoantered 
the foe. 

We have every reason to feel confidence in 
Grant, for he is not made of the stuff to be 
beaten or discouraged. The New York 
Times relates an incident concerning him 
which we feel is true, and is worthy to as- 
sume a high historical position. When one 
of Lee’s terribly fierce attacks was made on 
his right wing and all seemed confusion, ter- 
rified and panic-stricken messengers an- 
nounced to him that all wa3 lost unless help 
and reserves could be sent forward at once. 
Grant received the news with imperturbable 
calmness, considered for some moments, and 
then exclaimed, “I don't believe it.” In the 
same spirit though we hear of reverses we 
Bhall place no credit in them. We believe 
that bur cause is just, that the God of bat- 
tles is on our side, that our artillery is heavier 
than the enemy’s, and that victory is sure. 

The Govkrhoh'b Cam, for Trouts. — K»n- 
tuckiacs, “dinna ye hear the pibroch?” The 
slogan of your warlike Governor re30und3, 
“To arms and to the Rescue I” What music 
there is in that short but thrilling appeal I 
Kentuckians to the rescue! I want ten 
thousand six months troop3 at once. Di not 
hesitate! Come! I will lead you. Let us 
help to finieh this war, and save our govern- 
ment! THOS. E. BRAMLETTE, 

Your Governor wants you, Kentuckians, 
at once, and he will lead you. Let there be 
no delay, for, while Grant and Sherman are 
grinding the rebellion into dust beneath the 
foot of victory, every available veteran sol- 
dier must be sent forward to give the coup do 
grace to the infamous conspiracy which has 
robbed the country of so many noble soldiers 
and spread mourning from one end of the 
Union to the other/ The call of Governor 
Bramlette appeals to all classes; to those who 
are in favor of a vigorous prosecution of the 
war, and to those who desire the coming of 
the happy day when we can say, 

There is not a rebel sword unsheath’d, 

Eut peace puts forth her olivo ever> where. 

There ought to be bat one animating im- 
\ pulse throughout the State and that should be 
a determination “to finish this war and save 
our government.” While onr armies are do- 
ing such noble work in the field, let ten thou- 
sand Kentuckians rally to the standard of 
their Governor and sweep the last vestige of 
treason from the soil of the loved old Common- 
wealth, that has been too long polluted by 
murderous guerillas and vagabond horse 
thieves. Which county will be the first to 
tender a regiment to the holy cause? Louis- 
ville ought to laise one in a day, and, if our 
county does not fnrnish two or three with 
promptitude, it will be deserving of the se- 
verest censnre as lukewarm and laggard. L9t 
some officer of the State Guard call a public 
meeting at the court-house for the enrolmeut 
of names, and let the requisite force be raised 
by volunteers, for if it is not done the Govern- 
or will order a draft as sure as fate. We men- 
tion this fact not that we believe it necessary 
to stimulate the patriotic energy of our people, 
but to show that the Governor is in earnest 
aid that the exigency is pressing. A few 
months of sacrifice will end the war, restore 
peace, and permit us all to return to the avo- 
cations which employed us before the hand of 
treasen was raised against the government, 
and rebellion sought to dismember the Union 
rather than to seek a remedy tor those politi- 
cal evils in the Union for which onr constitu- 
tion gives the pacific means. Let ns finish 
this war during the summer and lea the 
political fall campaign uaimpeded. Let us 
finish the war and permit our toil worn 
veteians to return to their homes and families 
in time to vote for Presidential electors in 
there respective States. Let us finish the war 
and give the two or three hundred thousand 
men who are now engaged in deadly strife 
the privilege of assisting to shape the fnture 
destinies of the country at the billot-boi. 
Let us “finish this war and save our govern- 
ment.” Shame upon the present generation 
if it should fail to transmit to its children the 
precious and priceless legacy which our fore- 
fathers transmitted to us. Eternal shams 
upon all who prove recreant now, when the 
chords of the popular heart should be electri- 
fied by the thrilling call of the Governor. 
“Do not hesitate to comet I will lead yon!” 
are the noble words of his apDeal. Will Ken- 
tucky pause in her response? Let her emu- 



late the cbivalrio glories of the past, 
when the whole State leapel to arms 
to repel Indian atrocities on the Northern 
frontier, and to aid Jackson in the defence of 
New Orleans in the far South. There are no 
arguments needed to persuade; the very hope 
of a speedy peace and a restoration of tran- 
quillity to onr now distracted country pleads 
more eloquently than pen can write or tongue 
can utter. And if anything is necessary to 
arouse enthusiasm to the work before ns, 
nothing can be more spirit-stirring than the 
noble words of the Governor, which ring like 
the bugle call for a rally : “Kentuckians to 
the rescue! I want ten thonsand six months’ 
troops at once. Do not hesitate! Cornel 1 
will lead yon. Let us help to finish this war 
and save onr government!’’ From one end 
of the State to the other let echo repeat the 

inspiiing i nvocation. 

It^-We are gratified to perceive that our 
contemporaries in the Eostorn cities are actu- 
tuated by a noble zeal in calling attention to 
the wants of the widows and orphans, who 
are the sad legacies left by our fallen soldiers 
to their country. We took occasion recently 
to express our views upon the imperative char- 
acter of the duties which the war has devolved 
upon us, and to request that some of the gen- 
tlemen who have been accustomed to directing 
public asylums would give us their opiaioni 
as to the best practical mode of affording re- 
lief to those widows and orphans who have 
become the objects of the country’s care. Char- 
ity has never been more profuse; benevolence 
never before has- been inspired by such high 
euJ holy impulses, and the patriotic outpour- 
ing of money in Sanitary Fairs has been to 
lavish that it will constitute one of the most 
remarkable features of the history of the times. 
But we are apprehensive, from the very ardor 
of those who are foremost in getting up these 
magnificent tributes to the siok soldiers, and 
giving such a glorious recognition to their 
services and sacrifices, that the disbursement 
of the funds will be impulsive rather than 
guided by that care and foresight which the fu- 
ture allotment of millions requires. It will be 
observed that all the recent Fairs have been 
for the aid and benefit of the Sanitary Com- 
mission, which is bat an adjunct of the Gov- 
c rnment in the care of the sick and wounded 
soldiers cn the field, or in hospital, while the 
objects of charity are multiplied in a frightful 
progression when the distress of the relatives 
6t thosb who die is taken into consideration. 
The military service has its regular medical 
corps, and we presume it is as efficient sis that 
of any other country, except where its ability 
is to be promoted by experience. But we have 
Dever yet been called upon to erect such proud 
monuments as exist at Greenwich and Chelsea, 
in the Hotel des Invalides, and most of the 
European capitals, though we have a few in- 
stitutions of limited capacity. The gigantic 
throes under which our. country is now suf- 
fering, when every day teems with new sub- 
jects for its care and love, have rendered it 
necessary to provide for the future as well as 
for the comforts of tho present. The work of 
the Sanitary Commission is approved by all 
men and deserves the blessings of heaven; 
nething approaching it has been kaown to 
the annals of the world’s charity, and our 
heart throbs with pride when we contemplate 
its assiduity, the extent of its range of useful- 
ness and its indomitable energy. But there 
are other channels into which the attention, 
the sympathy, and the zeal of the country 
must be directed. We must have homes for 
the widows of tho slaughtered brave and asy- 
lums for their orphans, and also invalid hos- 
pitals for those who are maimed, or, from ex- 
posure and wounds, have become unable to 
support themselves. As the religious senti- 
ment of our country has decorated every town 
and village with heaven-piercing spires 
end temples to the Most High, we must now 
erect temples to the greatest of the virtues, 
which is charity. It has been urged that 
aDy great expense is unnecessary, as the dis- 
mal fruits of our civil war will soon be gath- 
ered, and in a generation the occasion for 
asylnms on a large scale will have passed 
away. We fear that this is a delusion. The 
happy childhood of onr nation has, suddenly, 
and violently, been disturbed by tho fierce 
passions of maDhood; brothers who had kept 
their flocks and tilled the ground together 
have madly imagined that the same heaven 
which smiled benignantly over all, looked 
more favorably upon one section than another, 
and fratricidal blood bos stained onr do- 
mestic altars; the days of national 
quiet and innocence are past; the 
voice of onr brother’s blood will cry unto 
God from the ground, and we mast hencefor- 
ward learn to know that blood will have re- 
tributive blood, and that we cannot escape the 
common lot of all humanity or expect exemp- 
tion from domestic conflicts or foreign wars. 
It requires no prophet’s ken to see in the dim 
future the flames of discord ; the gates of ear 
temple of Janus may not again swing on 
pacific hinges to a close for weary years; our 
implacable resentments may not smoulder out 
'until our expiation has been long and griev- 
ous. We must prepare ourselves for a future 
of strife and contention, femented by treach- 
ery and mad ambition at home and jealousy 
abroad. Whatever can be done to ameliorate 
the condition of those who will suffer indi- 
rectly from the passions of man should occupy 
cur attention now. The helpless women and 
tender children who have lost their protectors, 
the refugee families, who, with painful steps 
and many faltering pauses and wistful looks 
tmntd towatd the once happy homes aban- 
boued, have reached us in the moat desperate 
stages of want, and those who have fled from 
the torch of the incendiary and the dagger of 
the assassin, demand our care, our consola- 
tion, and our protection. Though much has 
been done and nobly done, "the greatest 
ig behind.” We have yet to perfect 
our great system of public munificence 
by the erection and endowment of Sol- 
diers’ Res!s, Widows' Homes, and Or- 
phans’ Asylums, not merely for onr immedi- 
8to wants but for the future necessities of the 
country. To accomplish this, we think some 
portion of the very large sums raised for 
Sanitary purposes shoftld be diverted from 
their original design. If more i9 needed it 
will be forthcoming, for the whole country is 
alive with sympathy. If the millions already 
bestowed are insufficient, other millions will 
push from the lavish generoeity of our people, 
for the entire nation seems to have but one 
animating impulse and that is to — 

Give, a. (lie morniuK that flows out of heaven ; 

Giv , t-.a the waves whou their chwui.el is riven ; 

Give, as . h free air and sunshine are given ; 

Lsvishiy, utterly, carelessly give. 

Not the was'- drops of tho cup overflowing. 

N- t the faint sparks of tile hearth ever glowing, 
hoi a pale bud Irom the June roses Mowing, 

Give, as Ilo gavo thee, who gave thea to Uvo. 

Some of Mr. Lincoln's. partisans un- 
dertake lo justify his doctrine that whatever 
he deems indispensable becomes thereby law- 
ful on the ground of the rights of war; but 
the undertaking is vain. The rights of war 
are lawlul independently of the Executive; 
they do not become lawful by becoming in- 
diepensable in his judgment. Nobody denies 
the lawfulness of the rights of war. They 
are sanctioned by the constitution. 

Mr. Lincoln’s doctrine does not apply to the 
rights of war. It does not apply to anything 
that is lawful independently of the Executive. 
Mr. Lincoln asserts that whatever he deems 
indispensable becomes thereby lawful, though 
otherwise unconstitutional. He makes his 
own discretion not merely the source of law- 
fulness but the paramount source. This 
is simple absolutism, as we have character- 
ized it. It is irresponsible despotism 
Piobably no living person except Mr. Lincoln 
would have uttered the doctrine in Mr. Lin- 
coln’s place. 

A letter writer calls upon paper-makers to 
mle all four sides of note paper, as there is 
rarely a letter written that does not occupy 
the whole.

(©-The efforts of the leading radical 
newspapers to force the negro equality and 
amalgamation idea on the fommunity, are, 
as the New York Journal of Commerce says, 
continued with great determination. Others, 
seeing the tendency of the thing, endeavor 
to repudiate the Idea, bat it is inexorably es- 
tablished as a part of the creed of the radical 
church, and no man is in good or regular 
standing who refuses absolute social and po- 
litical equality to the negro. The regular 
pioneers of the abolition party have issued 
their call for the spring celebration, or anni- 
versary. The published call concludes as fol- 
fows: 

Thsre still remains much to be done by the 
abolitionists, in the way of labor and testi- 
mony, to secure fall and complete j ustice to 
the colored race, both at th# hands of the gov- 
ernment and with reference to the reconstruc- 
tion of society on the basis of political equal- 
ity in the rebellions States.

This is the plan of action. “Is it not, af.er 
ail,” the Journal of Commerce wail remarks, 
“a very cnricus picture in the history of man- 
kind, a nation convulsed by a war, men per- 
ishing by thousands on battle-fieldj, ail the 
horrors of war enacted daily, hourly, over a 
vast expanse of country, a host of gillaot 
soldiers offering life and all for the Union end 
Constitution, and all the while a party, in ef- 
fect the dominant party, certainly its lealiag 
and guiding spirits, avowing their de- 
termination that this war shall never cefts) 
till white men consent to give political 
and social equality to black men? Ii is 
certainly one of the most remarkable 
pages in human history. These men, too, 
are persuaded that they 'are philanthropic, 
have really a conviction that they love the 
human race, when the impartial observer car - 
not but see plainly that they have no love for 
any portion of that race, black or white, but 
an intense, overpowering hatred to a large 
part of the white race which impels all their 
action. They consign both white and black 
to extermination because they hate the white. 
A'l this fanaticism of ablitionists is the mad- 
ness of hatred, not the sentimental folly of love. 

“Negro equality is now the demand of tho 
radical party leaders. The Senate and Honse 
of Representatives are occupying their time 
with legislating negroes into railroad cars, 
negro voters into territorial organizations, 
negro equality everywhere, so “far as they 
caD, while the country is rushing the down- 
ward road to ruin. And some sensible men 
still adhere to the party, and think that there 
is a charitable notion in it all. And in tbe 
meantime the freedmen are starving by thou- 
sands, and misery is overwhelming the black 
race.” This, it must be owned, is terribly 
true. 

Nor should we omit to say in this relation 
that William Lloyd Garrison, who makes the 
call above-quoted, is an earnest advocate of 
Mr. Lincoln as the abolition candidate for the 
Presidency.

Douglass, and indeed by ail the rest of the 
more practical and influential of the old sb j. 
litionists whether black or white. Tne fret 
would dp credit to their judgment, if there 
were any room for them to judge otherwise.

g©“ There are several wards in our city 
that have not yet appointed delegates to the 
Onion State Convention, postponing the duty, 
u; to a bad custom, until the last mo- 
ment. That moment is now at hand, and it 
behooves onr friends in the delinquent wards 
to act at once. Let primary meetings be 
held in these wards during the present 
week, and the earlier the better. Another 
day should not be allowed to pass without 
the calling of meetings in all of the delinquaat 
wards. We hope to be authorized to publish 
a call for every one of them in the Journal of 
to-morrow. 

Particulars or the Skirmish rear Mor- 
canfield, Kentucky— We have been far- 
pished with a reliable account of the skir- 
mish on the 6th inst., near Morgan 6 eld, Ken- 
tucky. Captain Pranger, of the 35th Ken- 
tucky mounted infantry, in Command of a de- 
tachment nnmbeiiog forty men, overtook the 
guerilla force, forty-three men in all, about 
one mile from the town. A brisk running 
fight ensued, which was kept up for over four 
miles. The guerilla band was completely 
routed, and almost wholly annihilated. Four- 
teen men were killed, and thirteen severely 
wonndod. Prominent among the former 
number were Captain Wallace, of Webster 
county, Kentucky, Captain Thompson, of Mc- 
Lean county, Virginia, Wm. Gray, of Marshall 
county, Ky., and Jes. Johnson, of Livingston 
county. Oaths of allegiance, properly filled 
up and officially certified to, were found upon 
the persons of nearly all of the slain guerillas. 
It is not strange that they fought with such 
desperation, and refused to obey all demands 
for surrender, well knowing that their lives 
were forfeited, and capture would ultimately 
end in ignominious death. Ia addition to a 
parole and an oath of allegiance, a pass, of 
old date, issued from headquarters United 
States forces, Clarksville, Tennessee, signed by 
Col. S. D. Brnce, was found upon the dead 
body ofCapt Wallace. The solemn obligations 
of the oath and parole upon which he obtained 
fhe pass were alike disregarded. Injured justice 
and honor ory aloud, and the retribution for 
the dark crime of wilful perjury will indeed 
I be terrible in the day of eternal judgment! 
ThrfPhoie affair was well managed, and re- 
S credit upon the fighting qualities of the 
55th Kentucky. The only loss sustained in 
the fight by Captain Pranger was the death 
of one man, John Earls, of company D. The 
cit zens rejoice over the complete defeat of 
the band, for it had been engaged in a univer- 
sal pillage of the country. The guerillas were 
loaded down with booty, and they were forced 
to abandon the most of their ill-gotten plun- 
der, in their hasty retreat. A wagon load of 
merchandise, consisting of prints, muslins, 
iilks, combs, &c., supposed to have been 
i taken from the6tores at Princeton, was cap- 
tured. 

Departure of tiie 20th Kentucky Regi- 
ment.— Yesterday morning the 20th Ken- 
tucky infantry, so long on duty at the Hill- 
ry Prison in this city, was relieved by the 
26th Kentucky, and at 7 o’clock in the even- 
ing the regiment left for the front. In part- 
ing with the 20th it is like saying farewell to 
old and dear friends. Wo are sure that our 
citizens will sadly miss the faces of the offi- 
cers and men, and will feel their absence 
with many regrets. Each man in the old 
organization is a veteran “well tried and 
true,’’ and no regiment during the war has 
achieved a fairer fame, and performed more 
gallant deeds than the 20th Kentucky. The 
State feels a jnst and honest pride in the regi- 
ment, and in its returning to the front it 
needs no assurance from us that the men will 
ever perform their duty as soldiers, and will 
stand firm where rages tire thickest of the 
fight. Their past history is a sufficient guaran- 
tee for their gallantry in the future. May 
the God of Battles shield the veteran soldiers 
of the 20th, and return them safe to home and 
friends when the clang of war shall be heard 
L more. 



A'Tl^riTAL Steward in Difficulty.— O r 
Saturday a citizen who has been employed 
in the Kentucky State Hospital at Frankfort, 
acting in tbe capacity of a steward, was ar- 
rested and reported to the ProYOSt Marshal in 
this city, charged with embezzlement. It ap- 
pears that he was entrusted with the superin- 
k tendance of the rations drawn for the use of 
the hospital, and from time to time he appro- 
priated, without authority, sugar, tea, &o., to 
his own nse. The Marshal sent him to the 
Military Prison, and he will be kept in con- 
finement until the Governor rualpes some dis- 
position of the case. He is a young man c! 
rather prepossessing appearance, and it seems 
that he has become involved in a grave diffi- 
culty, without materially reflecting upon hs 
course. If clemency should be extended to 
him, the lesson he ha3 learned by the tilrnsac- 
action will indeed prove a valuable one. Hos- 
pital stewards should bear in mi nd that they 
are beid lc a strict accountability for Uregoous 
entrusted to their care, and for any embez- 
zlement ot the same the Government demands 
switt rtdrtss, and the penalty prescribed is 
quite severe. 



V alkntinr S. Curry. — This young man left 
Pottsville, Pa , last fall. He wrote to his 
mother on the 11th October, from Columbus, 
sending the letter by Lieutenant Reilly, of 
the 7th Pennsylvania cavalry, who was on his 
way home to recover from the effects of a 
wound. In this letter he stated that he ex- 
pected to leave the next day for Louisville, 
k where he had obtained a situation, bnt since 
|rib:3 friends have had no intelligence of 
his w^jjeabonts, and, of course, are painfully 
anxious to learn his fate. If any one can 
throw any light upon the subject, they will 
confer a g reat favor on his widowed mother 
by communicating with the Editors of the 
, Journal, who will take pleasure in forwarding 
the intelligence to Pennsylvania. 

Caft. Irvine McDowell Killed. — We are 
pained to learif that a private desoatch was 
received yesterday from Dalton, Ga., an- 
nouncing that Oapt. Irvine McDowell was 
killed in battle on Saturday. He was a noble 
and gallant youth; early in life and early in 
the war he gave his services to the Union, 
for he wus j ust seventeen years old when he 
volunteered as a member of the 15th Ken- 
tucky, commanded by the lamented Col. Gar- 
un Pope, and was barely twenty when he sacri- 
ficed his life on the altar of his country.

Wasuinoton, May 14. 

Late rebel papers state that Lee is wounded, 
and is now in Ricfiiaond. His army is out- 
generaled and is now in full retreat. 

Peeurcgir J has been reinforced by Lee. 

The telegraph wires between Petersburg 
and Richmond have been, cut. 

Careful investigation shows the losses of the 
Army of the Potomac, in killed, wounded, 
and missing, including prisoners captured by 
the rebels, and slraglers, up to the commence- 
ment of the battle of Thursday, at about 
20 , 000 . ✓ 

The Star says, from the fact that no can- 
nonading was heard yesterday from the front, 
it is believed Lee, in shifting his position, has 
taken care to put himself out of immediate 
fighting range, if he ha9 not already moved 
off rapidly toward Richmond. 

The public may 6xpecc to hear soon of the 
occurrence of the next fight, if Lee has not 
been so weakened as to compel him to seek 
the cover of the Richmond fortifications, or 
to retreat rapidly in the direction of Lynch- 
burg and Staa,tcn, from which point his army 
has received its supplies ever 9iaco Grant 
crossed the Rapid Ann. 

We may add that we don’t share the ap- 
prehensions of many that Lee can make a 
more obstinate defence on thif North or South 
Ahdu livers than he bus made on the Po, as 
the lints to be held on both those rivers are 
much longer than on the Po, and therefore 
much weaker.

Headquarters Army or rug Potomac, 1 
May 13. J 

The Army cf the Potomac has achieved the 
greatest victory of the war, after ;.tee or the 
ihr.rest fighting ever .ocorded in history. 

The battle yesterday is acknowledged to be 
the heaviest of all, lasting from dav light till 
efter dark, and renewed about nine R. M., con- 
tinuing till three A. M , with parties contend- 
ing during the night for tho posjession of a 
line of rifle-nils tram which our men had 
duven tbe rebels in the morning. The rebels 
fell back early this morning, our troop3 fol- 
lowing them np through the woods. 

The scene prestRted to day is entirely be- 
yond description. The dead and dying, be- 
hind and in front of the breastworks, were ia 
seme places piled three or four deep, many of 
them wounded in several pans of the bsdv. 

Tne enemy bad removed a large number cf 
their dead during the night from portions of 
the line, but there were places where they 
could not reet h, and there they lay as thick as 
ourown. It was Geu. Birney’s division of 
tbe 2 d corps which charged the position aud 
lost about 700 men. Every regiment in the 
division distinguished itcelf, and no one boro 
a more not e part ihun that of 93d New York 
volontecrs. Col. Carroll’s brigade aided this 
division in the charge, and, as usual, per- 
formed their share of the work with marked 
galkntry. Col. Carroll was wouaded. The 
number of guns captured was thirty-nine. 
Maty colors were taken. Coi. Carroll’s 
brigade took a large number of prisoners and 
stands of colors ibis morning from rebel regt- 
mtL'.s which they surprised in a piece of 
woods. - 

Later — 2 P. M. — The enemy have fallen 
back to a new line, abandoning their works 
on their right, apparently petting into posi- 
tion for another contest.

All other 
officers of that regiment are safe.

WASiusoroai, May 14. 

To Major- General Dix. 

Despatches from Geu. Grant, dated yester- 
day, 6 o’clock, have reached this ’department. 
The advance of Hancock yesterday developed 
tbe fact that the enemy had fallea tuck four 
miles. There was no engagement yesterday. 
We have no account of any genera! officers 
being killed in the battle" of tho preccelng 
day. 

A despathch has just been received from 
Gen. Sberman, dated near Rcsaca, 14th, 
states that by the flank movement ou Resara 
Johnson had been forced to evacuate Dalton, 
and our forces were in his roar, and flank. 
Weather was fine, and his troops ia fine or- 
der. All was working wel 1 , and a3 fast a9 
possible. 

No intelligence has been received from But- 
ler. The guerillas have broken the telegraph 
line between Williamsburg aad Old James- 
town. This is believed to be the reason why 
no reports havo been received from him. 

Despatches from Sigel report him to be at 
Woodstock. Rumor says that he has broken 
fhe railroad between Lynchburg aud Ohar- 
lottsville. 

It is uot true our wounded arc coming in 
from Beil Plain as fast as transports can 
bring them. 

Grant’s army is well supplied.

Headquarters, Halfway House, May 14. 

E. M. Staaton: Gen. Smith carried the 
enemy's first line, on our right, this morning 
at 8 o’clock. Oar loss is small. The enemy 
have retired into their three-squire redoubts, 
upou which we are now bringing onr artil- 
lery to bear with effect. Jl. F. BUTLER. 

Halv-wat House, May 14. 

To E. M. Stanton: 

We, are still before the base of the enemy’s 
works at Drury’s Bluff, Fort Darling. The 
enemy are here in force. 

General Gilmore, by a flank move with fi 
portion of his corps and a brigade of ths 18 th 
corps, assaulted ».ni took tbe enemy’s work3 
on their rl^ot. It was gallantly done. Tite 
troops behaved finely. We held our lines 
during the night, and shall move ibis morn- 
ing. B. V. BUTLER,

Fortrtress Monroe, Mty 13. 

The latest accounts from Butler state that 
there was no fighting on the 11th or 12:h. 
All is quiet and has been since the enemy 
fell back on the 11th. During the 11th tbe 
enemy kept out of sight, and did not show 
themselves iu any force throughout the day. 
Yesterday a rebel battery, stationed on the 
chore of James river, near Turkey Island, 
opened fire on our gunboats. The gunboats 
commenced shelling the enemy aud he re- 
treated, evidently iu great haste. 

The cavalry force of Gen. Kanfz arrived 
back en the 12th inst. with 140 prisoners. 
They report having destroyed several miles of 
track on the Norfolk and Petersburg Rsilroad. 
They also state that they destroyed all the 
bridges over Rowauty and Stony creeks and 
the Malloway river. At the time of the do- 
etruction of the Sbashorn, Capt. Phelan was 
Been to swiur ashore toward rtbeldom, aad it 
is evident that he was subsequently shot and 
thrown iu the river. 

It Is reported that Sheridan has made a de- 
tour in rhe rear, of Lee’s army and pined 
Gen. Butler. This needs confirmation. 

Large supplies of commissary and medical 
stores are being forw«r<i»d up the James river, 
and the Sanitary end Christian Commissions 
are well represented. 

The friends of the soldiers can rest assured 
that all is being done that can be for the com- 
fort of them. 

We expect to hear of a fight from Butler’s 
army by the next despatch boat. The troops 
were under arms to move early yesterday. 

Bermuda Hundrsd, May 13 — 8 P. II. 

At an early hoar this morning Gen. Butler 
renewed his advance toward Fort Darling. 
He reached Kingslaud creek at 12 o’clock, and 
formed hi3 lino of battle on the south east 
side of the creek, with his right on tha James. 
The Monitors ana gun-boats are near tho 
mouth of the creek, within three niiiej of 
Drury’s Bluff. 

3 o'clock P. M . — General Butler is superin- 
tending the concentration of batteries. Yes- 
terday afternoon bis advance pickets c irtired 
a rebel courier, with dispatches from Beaure- 
gard to the officer in command of Drury’s 
Bluff. 

Tho despatch said: He'd yonr position un- 
til I rciutoiceyou. At 4 P. M , in two hours, 
the rebel reinforcements oame. Butler had 
sent a force to the turnpike »ui drove them 
bexk. Our los3 was slight. Geu. Ams is in 
position to keep Beauregard at bay. 

The rebels at Drury Bluff are not expected 
to fight without reinforcements. 

Bermuda Hundred, May 13 8 P. M.

Lynchburg. An assault was to be made a* 
daybreak, but as no firing has been heard, ft 
is inferred that Lee continued his retreat 
daring the same night. 

Grant’s army ia well supplied, and heavily 
reinforced.

Washington, May 14 — 4 P. M. 
Major General Viz: 

An official despatch from Gen. Sheridan, 
dated Bottom Bridge via Fortress Monroe 13th, 
states that on the 9th he marched around the 
enemy's right flank, and on the evening of 
that day reached the North Ann river with- 
out opposition. During that night he de- 
stroyed the enemy’s depot at Beaver Dam, 
three large trains of 100 cars, two fino loco- 
motives, 200,000 pounds of hacon, and stores, 
amounting to one million and a half of ra- 
tions; also the telegraph aad railroad track 
for about ten miles, embracing several cul- 
verts: recaptured 178 of onr men, including 
t vo Colonels, one Major, and several other 
officers. 

On the morning of the 10th he resumed op- 
erations, crossed the South Ann at Grand 
Squirrel Ridge, and went into camp. About 
daylight on the 11th, he captsred Ashland 
Station, and destroyed one locomotive, a train 
of curs, and two or three Government build- 
ings, containing a large amount of stores; ha 
also destroyed several miles of road, includ- 
ing six culverts and trestle bridges, and the 
telegraph wires. About seven o'clock on the 
11th, he resumed the march on Richmond. He 
frund the rebel Stuart with his cavalry con- 
c ntrated at Yellow Tavern, and attacked 
bipr, and, atter »n obstinate contest, gained 
poHrewion ot the turnpike, capturing two 
pieces of artillery, and driving his forces back 
toward Ashland and across the north fork of 
ibe Chickabominy. 

At the same tjore a party charged down 
tbe Brock road and captured the fir.t line of 
the enemy’s woikd around Richmond, D ir- 
iog the nieht ho marched the whole of his 
command between the first and second lines 
of tho en' ny’s worksjon the bluffs ovelooking 
the line tne Virginia Central Railroad, and 
the Mcc anicsville turnpike. Altar demon- 
stratic 7 around the works, and finding them 
verv strong, be gave np the intention of as- 
saulting, aud determined to recross the 
Chickabominy at Meadow's bridge. It had 
bten partially destroyed by enemy, but Was 
repaired in about three hours, under a heavy 
a cillery fire trout a rebel battery.

GEN. Bl'TLIB’B AHMT-TH1 BATTL* NEAR 
Pll'liUjfil BGII. 

(From the N. T. Tlmee’e Special Correspondent.] 

Bbkkcda Hpxmiro, Va., ) 
Saturday Evening, May 7, 1864.} 

I was in error in my last night's letter in 
saying that the Petersburgh and Richmond 
Railroad had been tapped by Gen. Heckman 
at its junction with the City Point branch. 
The information was brought to me, and I 
unfortunately need it without stopping to 
seek proof of its truth. Such a thing could not 
have been done without first visiting Peters- 
burgh, as the City Peint branch starts from 
that place. What the gallant Heckman re- 
ally did was, to advance, by order of Gen. 
Smith, with his brigade (the 1st of Weitsel’a 
division), for the purpose of feeling the rebel 
position. He moved out on the Petersburgh 
road until he came to the enemy, whom he 
found posted upon the Port Walthall branch 
railroad. A lively skirmish followed, and it 
was apparent that the rebels were in strong 
force. They had no artillery, which fact gave 
us the advantage, and Heckman, after a live- ; 
ly musketry fire, succeeded in driving them 
off the railroad. The rebels brought two 
brigades of infantry into action, aud at times 
the fighting v as at such close quarters that 
they could oe heard calling out to our men, 
“You are cowards to use artillery! Wait 
until to-morrow and we will pay you off. 

As Gen. Heckman had received orders not to 
bring on an engagement, be retired. Ihe 
brilliant little affair lasted about an hour, and 
resulted in a loss to us of eight killed and 
sixty wounded. * ... 

Dr. Buckley, Medical Director of the 18th 
corps, established a hospital at the house ot 
a rebel named Strong, which is delightfully 
situetedon a bluff commanding a splendid 
view of the opposite side. Here the wound- 
ed were removed, aod received excellent 
care. 

This morning the enemy paid us their com- 
pliments, both on the river and land. About 
ten o’clock, a battery of field artillerv came 
down from Richmond on the north Bank of 
the river, and popped away at the naval ves- 
sels, which were fishing for torpedoes near 
Turkey Bend. The small gunboat Shosho- 
nec, a purchased vessel, technically known 
as a “pasteboard” boat, was some distance 
in advance of the others. The second shot 
from the rebel battery exploded the gunboat’s 
boiler, and she surrendered. A few of the 
crew jumped overboard and swam to the op- 
posite bank of the rivef, where they found 
shelter until the other boats came up and 
drove the impertinent rebels away. The 
men report that the explosion of the boiler 
injured no one on board, and that all the 
officers of the boat wore taken prisoners. 
Admiral Lee kept up a vigorous shelling of 
the woods for some time after the rebels were 
driven away. 

The fight on shore began about the game 
time as the affair on the James River. Anti- 
cipating the atlack, a plau was formed by our , 
side having the object of advancing upon the 
Petersburgh and Richmond railroad to de- 
stroy it. Five brigades were organized, ani 
marched is three columns to meet the enemy. 
Heckman’s brigade again went out on the 
left, and three brigades, under Gen. Brooks, 
were assigned to the centre. These forces 
were designated to engage the enemy at the 
position which he held yesterday in the en- 
counter with Heckman, and divert his atten- 
tion while the column on the right advanced 
to the railroad near Chester Station. The 
day being excessively warm, it seemed tome 
almost impossible that any fighting could be 
done until the cool of the eveuing. But the 
rebels did not allow the heat to trouble them, 
and by 11 o’clock A. M., having received 
their artillery during the night, they opened 
fire briskly on our advancing columns! from 
about the point whence they had been driven 
last evening. Our men replied splendidly, 
and in a short time the engagement on the 
left and centre became general. We could 
now and then hear the arrival of the trains 
both from Petersburgh and Richmond, which 
prisoners told us brought down reinforce- 
ments. They also said that Gen. Beauregard 
had come up from Charleston with troops 
some dajs since, and was then commanding 
the forces in front. While the left and centre 
were engaged, for the most part in artillery 



practice, the right column, consisting of one 
brigade, commanded by Col. Barton, of the 
48th New York, hurried forward upon a road 



leading to the Petersburgh railroad near 
Chester Station, where also is the junction of 
the Port Walthall road. Hero they set a 
bridge on fire and destroyed the track for some 
distance, but being savagely pressed by the 
enemy, the order was given to retire. The 
damage to the road, I believe, is not thought 
to be very great. The fighting continued 
with unwavering vigor on both sides until 4 
o’clock, when the rebels were reported to be 
falling back. After following them some 
distance an order was given for our troops to 

return to the line ln-bl in tho morning. 

The casualties of the day I hive been un- 
able to learn. Our loss is reported, however, 
not to have been very serious. Most of the 
wounds arc from fragments of shells. Twelve 
or fifteen officers aro reported to have been 
killed or woimded — among the latter Col. 
Dandy, of the 100th New York, whose injuries 
are said to be slight. Gen. Heckman's horse 
was killed, and a ball tore his glove, grazing 
his hand. 

The position of our forces here is consid- 
ered impregnable. If we cannot get out of 
the Peninsula which contains us, it is cer- 
tain that the rebels cannot get in. The nat 
ural defences of the place are perfect, leaving 
little to be done in the way of intrenching, 
and the guuboats'are depended on to keep 
the river open to Hampton Roads. We are 
very anxious to hear from Grant, but beyond 
the knowledge of a battle having commenced 
near Oliaucellorsville, have nothing definite. 
A negro refugee frota Richmond came to us 
to-day, reporting that Lee and Ricketts had 
both been seriously wounded. 

We bear nothing from our cavalry expedi- 
tion under Kuntz. It is thought that he was 
too late to cut the railroad at Hicksford jn time 
to prevent the mass of Beauregard's troops 
coming up. Col. West, with his negro cav- 
alry on the Peuinsula, returned to Williams- 
burgh, after frightening the rebels badly . and 
was 6ent out again. H. J. W. 

Cunning Rogue t. — A dandy was recently 
walking nuder the arcades of the Rue de lti- 
ffoli, in Paris, holding in his hand a gold- 
headed cane of splendid workmanship. A 
man supported by two crutches caine by, and 
asked for alms in apitiful tone. Thedaudy, 
moved to pity, gave the beggar a small silver 
coin. At the same moment a person near 
him suddenly exclaimed: "How can you, 

sir, allow this rogue to deceive you? Please 
lend me your cane, aod I will show you that 
this rascal runs better than I can ” The 
dandy, without rcilecting, lent his cane; the 
beggar, the moment he perceived it in his 
detractor’s hands, threw away his crutches 
and took to his heels, and was followed by 
the man with the cane, whilst the spectators, 
and the dandy particularly, rematnedin con- 
vulsions of laughter at the sight, and ex- 
claiming alterna ely : “Oh, he will be caught, 
— No, he will not be caught!" But both the 
racing heroes disappeared at the next turn- 
ing of the street, and their victim remained 
waiting for his splendid cane, which cost 
five hundred francs! 



One of Colonel Dahlgren’s men, who es- 
caped from Richmond, writes that there were 
Union prisoners in the Libby prison with him 
“who actually ate horse beef, and even dog, 
and were glad to get it;” and he adds; “One 
roan I saw in the prison before I went to the 
hospital, had one of the dog’s paws that he 
ate of on the Island. He said that he was 
going to keep it a id fetch it to our lines 
when he came. The prisoners on Belle 
Island, although nearly exhausted from ex- 
posure and starvation, were detailed to carry 
wood about three-fourths of a mile. Some of 
them were so weak thaA they could hardly 
get around, and would refuse to fetch wood.” 

A Miniature Monitor. — T he proprietors of 
the Fort Pitt Works, Pittsburg, are building 
a little monitor for the Sanitary Fair, which 
will be a great curiosity and attract the at- 
tention of every visitor. The miniature ves- 
sel will be nine feet long, irou-plated, and 
armed with a gun two feet in length. She 
will be fitted up with an engine, and will be 
run in a canal or reservoir to be made for the 
purpose. Everything will be run in complete 
working order, and the gun will be so ar- 
ranged that it can be fired off, thus giving 
the spectator an idea of naval warfare “on a 
small scale/! 

Don’t Cn eat the Piuntee. — A grain of 
carmine will tinge a gallon of water, so that 
in every drop the color will be perceptible; 
and a grain of musk will scent a room for 
twenty years. Just so, if a man cheat the 
printer, the stain will be forever visible on 
the minutest atoms of his minute soul,- and 
will leave a scent of rascality about an indi- 
vidual strong enough to make an honest 
man turn up his nose in disgust, and kick 
him out of his presence, if he can’t get rid of 
him in any other way. — Vrinler'a Cabinet.

What a Garden Mat Bb.— T he follow, 
ing is taken from Ik Marvel’s latoet work — 
“My Farm of Edgewood” — a charming book 
for the family at the farm house or for any 
cultivated readers. It is published by Charles 
Scribner & Co. 

Hare let me oatline, in brief, what a farm- 
er’s garden may be mado, without other than 
heme labor. A broad walk shall run down 
the middle of either square enclosure, or long 
paralle'ogram. A box edging upon either side 
iaof little cost, and contributes eminently to neat- 
ness ; it will hold good for eight years, without 
too great encroachment, and at that time, 
vt ill cell to the narseymen for more thaneaough 
to pay the cost of reseting. On either side of 
this walk, in a border of six fleet wide, the 
farmer may plant his dwarf frail, with grapes 
at intervals, to climb upon a home-made cedar 
trellis, that shall overarch and embower the 
walk. If lie love an evening pipe in his gar- 
den, he may plant some simple seat under one 
or more of these leafy arbors 

At least one-half the garden, as I before 
suggested, he may easily arrange, to till — 
spring and autumn, — with the plow ; and 
whatever he places there in the way of tree and 
shrub, must be in lines para!l*.l with the walk. 
On the other, he will be subjeetol to no such 
limitations ; there he will estadlish his peren- 
nials — his asparagus, his thyme, his sage, and 
parsley; hi) rhubarb, his g.Kseberries, straw- 
berries, and raspberries ; and in an angle — 
hidden if he chcose by a belt of shrubbory — ho 
may have his hot bed and compost heap. 
Fcrk-culturc, which all these crops demand, 
will admit of any arrangement he m -y prefer, 
and he may enliven the groupings, and win 
the goed wife’s favor, by here and there a little 
circlet of such oldfnshioncd flowers as tulips — 
yellow lilies and white, with rose) of all 
shades. 

Upon the other half ho may make distribu- 
tion of parts, by banding the various crops 
with border lines of China or Refugee bean) ; 
and he may split crosswise, by a walk over- 
arched with climbing L'mas, or tho London 
Hotticultural — s .tting off the two end) with an 
abutment of Searlet- rudders, and a surbtse of 
fisry Nasturtium. 

There are also available and pretiy devices 
for making the land do double duty. The 
border lines of China-beans, which will be 
be ripened in early August, may have Swedes 
sown in their shadow in tho first days of July, 
so that when the Chinas have fulfilled their 
mission, there shall be a new line of purple 
gteen in their place. The ea‘ly radiihes and 
salads may have their little circlets of cucum- 
ber t its, no way interfering with the first, and 
covering the ground when the first are dune. 
The early Bassano beets will come away in 
time to leave space for the fail flow of the 
melons that hsve been planted at intervals 
among them. The cau'iflowor will find grate • 
ful shade under the lines of sweet corn, and 
the newly cswinter cabbages, a temporary re- 
fugo from the sun, under shelter of the ripsned 
peas. I do not make thest^stiggestions at ran- 
dom, but as the results of actual and success- 
ful experience. 

With such simple and orderly arrangement, 
Involving no excessive labor, I think every 
farmer and country-liver may take p'cisure in 
his garden as an otject of beauty — making of 
it a little farm in miniature, with its coppices 
cf dwarf trees, it) hedge rows of currants and 
gooseberries, and its meadows of strawberries 
and thjme. From the very day on which, in 
spring, he sees the fir6t, faint, upheaving, 
tui'tod linos of green from his Dan-o'R jurkes, 
to the day when the dangling Limas and 
sprawling, bloody tomatoes are smitten by 
the frest, it offers a field of constant pro- 
giess, and of successive triumphs. Line by 
line, and company by company, the army of 
of green things take position; the little 
flowery banners arc flung to tho wind; and 
lo 1 presently every solaier of them all — plun- 
dering only tho earth and sunshine — ts loaded 
with booty. 

The Female Surgeon. — The Richmond Ex- 
aminer thus discourses about Miss Dr. Walk- 
er, a notoriety-loving female: 

Miss Dr. Mary E. Walker, the Yankee sur- 
geoness (to coin a continuation word) at Cas- 
tle Thunder, does not like her quarters at all. 
She wants to go home. She does not like the 
fare — it is not wholesome. She does not like 
the officers — they arc too rebellious. She does 
not like the negroes — oh, the dear black crea 
tures! She spends her confinement, not in 
reading medical works on saw bones and the 
treatment of camp itch, but devouring all the 
novel nonsense and trash she can get hold of 
with a negro character in them.

Civi 
employes of the various Staff Dep*rtmenls 
will be transported on the order of the S .,' .t 
end Supervising Quartermaster, D -i - tm -t 
cf the Cumberland, at Nashville, Tenn., or 
of the commanding officer of oithcr ol the 
Military Departments above named. Em- 
ployes of the Railroads will fee traaswjvte ; 
on the order of the Superintendent 
Engineer of the Railroads. 

III. No citizen will be allowed to trawl on 
the Railroads at all, except eu the permit ot 
the Commanding Officer of one of the three 
Military Departments, or of the Military Di 
vision of the Mississippi, and when their Iran: 
portalion will not prevent that of any Army 
supplies), of which the proper officer of the 
Quartermaster’s Department will be tho iad 

IV. Express Companies will bealioxn - r .,. 
car per day each way, on each Military Road, 
to carry 6inaU parcels for soldiers and officer. * 
One cor per day more on each road, for Sutlers’ 
Goods and Officers’ Stores, may be allowed by 
the Senior and Supervising Quartermaster at 
Nashville, at his discretion; these cam to be 
famished by the Express Companies aud at- 
tached to the Passenger Trains. When a suffi- 
cient surplus of stores has been aseamulvej 
at the front, the Senior aud Supervising 
Quartermaster aforesaid may increase this at- 
al'.owance, bat not before.

VI. Horses, Cattle, or other live stock, will 
cot be transported by Railroad, except on the 
written order of the Commanding Gem: i! ot 
the Military Division, or of one cf th-, la Hi- 
lary Departments. 

VII. Trains on their return trips vrili be Al- 
lowed to bring up private freight, when the 
shipment thereof does not interfere with .bo 
ftm working cf the Roads, of which the Se- 
nior and Supervising Quartermastor at Naaa- 
viile will be’ tho judge.
